1 . — To prevent cracks forming in the bottom of the teeth it is most important to sharpen a Bandsaw 
frequently; a saw should never do more than four hours work on soft wood, and much less on hard 
wood, for each sharpening. 

2. — When sharpening use a Round Cornered Bandsaw File (not a sharp-edged Handsaw file). 
Make a firm stroke square across the tooth; it is the quickest, easiest and best method— bevel sharpen- 
ing is unsatisfactory. Get well into the tooth and Sink the Gullet slightly; this keeps in check the 
small surface cracks that form by reason of the saw bending over the pulleys. 

3 . — Keep the saw with the proper amount of set; re-set every third or fourth sharpening. 

4. — Immediately after use release the tension from the saw — it must not be allowed to cool when 
strained between the pulleys. 

5. — If the Back Edge of the saw develops small cracks, undoubtedly the Guides require attention. 
It will be found they are binding on the saw and case-hardening it.

It is obvious from the increased number of Metal Cutting Bandsaw machines coming on the market 
that this method is gaining in popularity. The probable reason for this is that cutting in one direction 
only and having no reverse stroke which is idle, the time of cut is half that of a reciprocating saw. 
There is also the added advantage that a coarser tooth can be used on a Bandsaw because on thin 
sections, owing to there being no reversal of direction the material has no opportunity to get in be- 
tween the teeth and act as a wedge. 

A feature of our Metal Cutting Bandsaw is their ability to take a perfectly straight cut through the 
material being sawn. 

It is not suggested that the Bandsaw will entirely displace the Hacksaw Blades; there is an outlet for 
both, according to the circumstances.
